If last Saturday had been a fair day, 
Bradley campus would have been the 
scene of a brilliant opening of the college 
base ball season. Everything pointed to 
such an opening, but the weather spilled 
all the plans. From seven until two 
o’clock it rained a heavy sort of a real wet 
rain, and an hour of sunshine bettered the 
grounds but little. When the teams came 
upon the field at four o’clock, the diamond 
was a sea of mud, and in the outfield were 
numerous small lakes. 

On such grounds, Bradley Institute, 
severely crippled by the sudden loss of 
Page and Kilver, struggled through seven 
innings with the fast team from Knox 
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College. It was a game replete with heavy 
hitting and poor fielding. The latter was 
due principally to the terrible condition 
of the grounds It was quite impossible 
for a fielder to get around in the mud, and 
the playing was naturally loose. Further¬ 
more, not a little bad luck entered into 
the game, and we got our full share, while 
Knox got the runs. Twenty-eight men 
made the circuit of the bases, and of these 
nineteen were from the classic city of 
Galesburg. Nine maroons got around, 
and many others should have done so. 

To lay the loss of the game to any one 
Bradley man would be folly. The entire 
team, crippled at the start, played poor 
ball, with the exception of Third Base- 
man Fuller, Captain Porter and Catcher 
Schaefer. The latter’s brilliant work truly 
deserves great praise. Schaefer has not 
an equal among the catchers of Illinois’ 
small colleges. Fred Miller did not pitch 
his usual game, and became discouraged 
by the poor support given him, and seemed 
to let down toward the last. But it is a 
fact, nevertheless, that Miller is as good 
as ever and he will prove the fact when 
the team gets down to business. 

No one need be discouraged over Satur¬ 
day’s game. With all the regulars in the 
game we will go through a victorious sea¬ 
son, and on May 24th, Captain Porter’s 
maroons will reveal to Galesburg and 
Knox College the true merits of the Brad¬ 
ley team.

WORK OF THE BOARD 

The supporters of athletics at the Insti¬ 
tute, both in the student body and corps 
of instructors, are more encouraged than 
ever before over the existing conditions. 
The Board of Athletics and those in con¬ 
trol have determined to have every ath¬ 
letic sport non-professional and in every 
respect up to a high standard at any cost, 
and at great expense, has arranged to have 
all games played on the Institute grounds 
hereafter. Our new enclosed athletic field 
is rapidly being put in condition for base 
ball, foot ball and track athletics. The 
Institute is therefore in a condition to 
have all of its athletic sports where all the 
students may have an opportunity to wit¬ 
ness and take part in games after school 
hours on school days as well as on Satur¬ 
days, without spending time and money 
in traveling across the city to some public 
athletic field. In view of this fact it is 
quite probable that athletics will be kept 
more within the school than heretofore, 
so that many may receive the advantages 
of vigorous out-door exercise rather than 
the few. 

During this school year the Institute has 
become the proud possessor of a large 
gymnasium room which the Board of Ath¬ 
letics took upon itself to prepare for indoor 
base ball, hand ball, basket ball and gym¬ 
nasium exercises. This room is located 
in the old Ide factory in easy access to the 
athletic field and to the Institute buildings. 

It may be of profit to the members of 
the Institute to watch closely the develop¬ 
ments in the interest of athletics. The 
Athletic Board have a number of plans 
under consideration for the welfare of this 
necessary adjunct to any school curriculum 
and asks the hearty support of all con¬ 
cerned in endeavoring to place this part 
of our Institute life in a position where it 
may be of the greatest service to all stu¬ 
dents and instructors.
